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CHEK CHEE being duly sworn with the assistance of the Interpreter 
WONG YU of ANGAU gives the following evidence: 


I am ec Chinese ene wos residing et HONG KONG and was captured 
there by the Jepanese in December, 1941. I was taken fron HONG 
KONG to CANTON and from there to SAIGON. From there I wenttc 
Batavia enc then to SOURABAYA. Fron thcre I went to SINGAPORE 
end then to RABAUL er then to TULAGI. In November, 1942, I 
wes brought to BUIN erec, anc remained there until the war 
finished. I was a meriber of a labour party atteched tc the 
TLUAKL battalion. In April or May, 1943, I was engagec in road 
making. <Abcut that time one of the Chinese becane sick anc wes 
unable to work. I co not know whet his nane wWese 


Three cr fcur of the cuerés took this mean tied his thunk 
together behind his back and pulled hin up with e block anc tackle 
attached tc his thunbs wmtil he wes off the ground. They left 
hin like thet for 20 minutes. They then tock him cown and he 
eied, within a few minutes. I saw all this nyself, Abcut ten 
Chinese witnessed this incicent, This tceck place about one 
mile from KAHILI, on the reac, The guercs uscd to be changed cach 
day enc the perpetratcrs cf this incicent were gusrding us for 
this day only. The guerds worc privete solcicrs. I would not be 
able to identify them again. They wore members cf the TANAKA 
Battelion. Other Chinese took tho body awey tc bury it. 


Soon eftcr this event enother Chinese whose name I co 
not know wes sick with fever, Allicd plenes came over BUIN enc 
this Chinese was sick end frightened and mace a noise. One of 
the guerds went away and cane back with two or three cther 
Japanesee These men were privete solcicrs of the TANAKA Battalion 
I heare them créer some Chinese to cig a hcle. Scne Chinese went 
away ond I heard them digging. When the Chincse cane back they 
tole me thet the Chinese who was sick and had meade a noise had 
been burice alive. I dic not actually witness this. The sick 
man was quartcrod in e hut half e mile eway anc nost of what I 
know of this incicent is hearsay. 


Sone tine in 1944 I was enmploycd with other Chinzse 
in felling trces to make a bricge over a snall streen in a garden 
noer the Missicn Station at LUGUAI. Jfter we had chopped e« tree 
down the bridge was built. We told the guard that the tree was 
too heavy for two men tucearry. The guard wrote the order in 
Chinese end we replied verbelly in Chinese, The guard belongec 
to o wit the number of which wes 4801. They were guerding No. 
76 Hospitel. Three cf the guerd struck me in the face with their 
open hana for cbcut five minutes. They knocked twelve teeth cute 
Thoy were all good strong tecth. There was only the other 
Chinese present, They thon struck CHANG KOW YE, the other 
Chinaman in the sare wey but not so severely. 
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About Lpril or ley, 1943, neer KAHILI a Chinese living 
in the same hut as me had beon sick for four cr five cays and 
coulcn't work, One cof the Japenese gucrds told hin thet he was 
ell right end was only trying tc get cut of work, The sick man 
was lying Cown ane the guard pcuree a quantity cof water down his 
thront until his stomach wes swelled up. After this the guard 
brought two morc Japanese enc they plece a boerd eercss the sick 
nan's stomach while he was lying on the ground end one guerra 
sat on cach end cf the boerc. The pressure made the water come 
back cut cf the man's mouth. A quantity of water cane cut cf his 
nouth end a few minutcs leter he diec, I dc not know the name 
of this Chinese, The guarcs were privetes cf the TANAKA Bettclion 
I co not Imow the nemcs of the Jepancse but I cculd recognise the 
guard who pourcd water. Fcur Chinese carricc the body away for 
burial.

CHEK CHEE on his former ceth enc with the assistance cf the 
Interpreter LAURIE CHAN cof ANG/.U give the following evidence:- 


In May, 1943, near RUIN I saw a white man dressed in cvcralls 
like a Pilct wculd weer. He was a ycung man. The Jepanese tied 
his hands behind his back, end made hin sit on the grounc, They 
put a crurm of boiling water besice him, Abcut nine of them thon 
filed past him and cach one enpticd a tin of boiling water over 
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ie The mon sercancd with pain. I saw hin frl1 flat oa the 
ground anc lic still end he stopped sercarming., Ke aapeared to me 
to be dead. The Japenese were scldicrs not cfficirs,. The white 
man was tall, cf medium build, clcoan-shaven and fair, The overalls 
wore khaki. I was the only Chinese who witncssed this, 


There are Chincse in this Compcund whe cen give 
evidenee cf abcut 300 white mon who wero cithcr killed by 
the Japanese cr cied while thcy were hold as prisoncrs on 
Shortlands Islends,.
